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Finish Debris 
Basins Ahead 
Of Schedule 

Increased Capacities 
For Fiood Control 

The Auburn, Carter and Bat- 
ley canyon debris basins were 
officially completed and turn¬ 
ed over to the County for main¬ 
tenance on Dec. 20. This good 
news was received at the 
NEWS office today from Col. 
Arthur H. Frye, Jr. of the U. S. 
Corps of Engineers. 

The formal action of turning 
over the debris basins followed 
a mutual inspection by offic¬ 
ials of the Corps of Engineers 
and the County on Dec. 16. 

The contract called for com¬ 
pletion of the basins by Dec. 
15 and except for last minute 
cleanup jobs, the actual work 
was finished by Dec. 1, 15 days 
ahead of schedule, Col Frye 
reported. 

The work was started in the 
middle of September in a race 
against the forces of nature . . . 
and the three debris basins 
with the following increased 
capacity are now ready: Bailey 
has been enlarged to a capac¬ 
ity of 120,000 cubic yards and 
Auburn and Carter basins have 
capacities of 32.000 and 30,000 
cubic feet respectively.

Editor’s Note: During the past 
year and more it has been the 
good fortune of the NEWS to 
publish letters and “vignettes" 
written by Virginia Pittinger 
who spent 18 months in Eu¬ 
rope with her husband. The 
following article was slated for 
another “vignette", but after 
reading it, we realized that it 
must be our Christmas story! 

We feel sure you will agree 
with us when you read this 
beautifully told tale. 

In 1946 I was involved in 
sending CARE packages to 
Greece. In 1952 I spent Christ¬ 
mas in Athens with Sophia, the 
woman to whom those pack¬ 
ages had been addressed. And 
this is what she told me. 

On Dec. 24, 1946, it had been 
raining all day. She, her sister, 
Kris, and her aged mother had 
sat ’bleakly in their cold flat 
waiting only until it was time 
to prepare their meal of wa¬ 
tered soup and go again to 
bed. There was no energy for 
anything more. 

And then the package came. 
Sophia and Kris were hysteri¬ 
cal with joy. They set the dif¬ 
ferent cans and packages on 
the table and greedily planned 
the meals that they would pre¬ 
pare with them. 

Then their mother spoke. 
“But of course you will share 
the food with others who are in 
need?” 

“No!” Why should we?” So¬ 
phia’s voice was defiant. 
“Because it is right, but es¬ 
pecially because it is Dec. 
24th,” the mother said simply. 

“What is that to us? We 
are hungry!” 

The old woman rose from her 
chair and stumbled on stiff 
legs to her room. When she 
returned she was carrying her 
Bible. Without any explanation 
she opened it and began to 
read. 

" ’And she brought forth her 
first-born and wrapped him in 
swaddling clothes and laid him 
in a manger!’ ” The thin voice 
paused, “ ‘Because there was no 
room for him in the inn. Do 
you hear, Sophia—and you, 
Kris—there was no room for 
him in the inn. Is it that there 
is still no room for the Christ 
child — not even in your 
hearts?” 

The two younger women 
were silent. “Fill one of the 


baskets with food and take it 
to the others, Sophia. Kris, you 
stay with me.” 

So Sophia set out alone in 
the rain. Wet and cross and 
miserable she went from house 
to house to give away the fine 
American food. Everywhere she 
was welcomed with tears of joy. 
And everywhere she felt a fool 
and a hypocrite. Finally she 
went to the last house with 
what was left of the food and 
rang the bell. There was no 
answer and she had turned to 
go on when she remembered 
that this was the house of a 
woman who had been her pro¬ 
fessor at college—a very old 
woman now. 

Sophia tried the door. It 
was open. She went into the 
court and climbed the stairs 
to the rooms above. There, too, 
the door was unlocked and 
opened easily to her touch. In 
the bedroom at last she found 
the old professor, lying quietly 
in bed. Only her eyes moved. 

“I have brought food,” Sophia 
whispered. 

“It is too late.” The wo¬ 
man’s voice was barely audible. 
“I am dying.” 

“No—no, it is not too late! I 
shall fix it for you at once. 
Wait—only wait.” Sophia pray¬ 
ed silently as she prepared the 
soup. She spent two hours with 
the old woman feeding her 
slowly, as carefully and gently 
as one feeds a child. At last 
the woman slept. Still Sophia 
waited and still she prayed. 

When the faded brown eyes 
opened again they rested on 
Sophia and the woman smiled. 
“God bless you!” A tear crept 
down her wrinkled ^cheek. 
“Were it not for you . . 

Sophia shook her head. “It 
was not I—” A sudden embar¬ 
rassment swept over her. How 
could she say that it was the 
Christ child in her mother’s 
heart? Swiftly she bent over 
the starving woman. “I shall 
come again tomorrow,’ she 
murmured softly. “Tomorrow I 
shall bring more food for you, 
old one. Wait for me—prom- 
ise” 

The woman moved her head 
a little. “I shall wait ...” 

When Sophia reached this 
point she looked at me earn¬ 
estly. “I came out of that house 
with a new prayer on my lips,” 
she said. “A prayer that there 
would one day be room in my 
heart for the Christ, child. But 
that there had been room 


somewhere — anywhere — for 
that I was glad. “And sud¬ 
denly I realized that the skies 
had cleared and the stars were 
shining.” She smiled. “My 
mother had not read these 
words but all at once I found 
my own heart singing, ‘Glory 
to God in the highest and on 
earth peace, good will to men’.”

Local Group Asks 
City To Change 
Pound Contract 

The relative merits of dog 
pounds in San Gabriel and 
Pasadena continued to be a 
major issue among many own¬ 
ers of dogs and cats in Sierra 
Madre this week. 

The subject of changing the 
City's contract was brought to 
the attention of City Council 
several weeks ago and again 
at the December 14 meeting 
when a group of pet owners 
headed by Mrs. Virginia Miller, 
Dr. A. O. Dernelle and Mrs. 
Mabel Miller charged that con¬ 
ditions at the San Gabriel 
pound were "deplorable and 
inadequate.” 

Operators of the San Gabriel 
pound refuted the charges 
made by the Sierra Madre 
group, pointing to the facts 
that they are members of the 
Humane Society and that the 
pound undergoes periodic 
checking and that if the 
charges were true, they would 
not be allowed to operate. 

Early this week, 500 petitions 
were sent out to animal lovers 
by Mrs. Virginia Miller, 91 Au¬ 
burn Ave., asking for signa¬ 
tures of persons seeking a 
change to be presented to the 
City Council at its regular 
meeting December 28. 

Switching of the contract 
would mean an increase of $25 
a month to the City. The Coun¬ 
cil at its meeting of December 
14 agreed to make a complete 
study of the situation. 

Teenagers To 
Hold Holiday 
Dance Dec. 30 

Sierra Madre parents just 
like parents all over the world 
want their children to have 
happy holidays.

Monday night’s meeting was 
one of several sessions during 
which various sections of the 
ordinance will be studied. This 
week’s sections were devoted 
mainly to off street parking of 
all areas, both residential and 
commercial, and all set backs 
and fences, walls and hedges in 
residential areas. 

Provisions Not Retroactive 
Mr. Kalicka said that the 
provisions of the new proposed 
zoning ordinance are not retro¬ 
active as far as existing build¬ 
ings are concerned, unless the 
structure, including the sur¬ 
rounding wall, fence or hedge 
is a menace to health or safety. 
He reported that he believes 
the ordinance contains only 
provisions which are practical 
and reasonable. 

Off Street Parking—Residential 
Under the new plan, every 
residence must have provision 
for off street parking. Legal re¬ 
quirement includes parking 
space only; building a garage 
is at the option of the owner. 
The ordinance was written 
with two facts in mind—first, 
that the present law of the City 
of Sierra Madre prohibits all 
night parking on the streets; 
second, that the average own¬ 
ership of automobiles in South¬ 
ern California is 1.7 cars per 
family. Multiple unit dwellings 
are required to provide park¬ 
ing space roughly on this basis. 
Off Street Parking—Commercial 
It is not practical, said Ka¬ 
licka, for the zoning ordinance 
to encompass the regulations 
for off street parking in the 
business district. The City is 
making a special provision for 
this by purchasing land and 
assessing each business estab¬ 
lishment for its proportionate 
share, based on foot frontage, 
thus providing cooperative 
parking space. 

It was pointed out at the 
meeting that this form of park¬ 
ing is more economical and ef¬ 
ficient than any that might 
be provided by individual mer¬ 
chants. Under the proposed 
new regulations, the Individual 
merchant may provide addi¬ 
tional parking if he wishes, but 
the ordinance provides that 
each car space shall contain 
not less than 170 sq. feet and 
that it be at least 8 feet wide 
and must have its own means 
of ingress and egress. All park¬ 
ing lots must be surfaced suf¬ 
ficiently to be reasonably free 
from dust and mud and must 
have adequate drainage. Com¬ 
mercial parking lots abutting 
residential lots must have, at 
the boundary between them, 
a wall, fence or ledge, not less 
than four feet high. 

Dwellings, Lots, Fences 
An important provision cov¬ 
ering building situations in 
which a property owner builds 
across two lots or more is also 
covered. It is the consultants’ 
opinion that the two or more 
lots must be considered as one 
lot. 

The authors of the ordinance 
recognize that there are many 
special problems in Sierra Ma¬ 
dre, due to the terrain, and it 
has been written with these 
irregularities in mind. 

In general, homes should be 
set back from the front proper¬ 
ty line a distance of 25 feet. 
Variations are essential, how¬ 
ever, when existing houses in 
the immediate neighborhood 
are set back a greater distance. 

With some exceptions for cor¬ 
ner lots and unusual situa- 
lions, fences, walls or hedges 
are limited to six feet in height 
around the rear yard of the 
property and 42 inches at the 
front and along that part of 
the lot sides which are in front 
of the house. 

Obstructions on corner lots 
which interfere with clear vis¬ 
ion at intersections are a men¬ 
ace to safety and must be re¬ 
moved within a reasonable 
time after the effective date of 
the ordinance. 

The public is invited to at¬ 
tend future study sessions of 
the Council and Commission 
and to learn the recommenda¬ 
tions as they are evaluated.

Santa Anita Park on E. J. 
(Lucky) Baldwin’s historic old 
rancho in Arcadia opens its 
18th Thoroughbred racing sea¬ 
son on Tuesday, Dec. 28, with 
a million-dollar program of 29 
stakes, including 7 on the spec¬ 
tacular hillside and infield 
Camino Real Turf Course. It 
will be an epic milestone in 
Santa Anita history, marking 
“20-years-after” its 1934-35 in¬ 
augural meeting. 

Outstanding attractions of 
the $20,000 Palos Verdes Hand¬ 
icap on opening day; the $25,- 
000 California Breeders Trial 
Stakes on Friday, Dec. 31; and 
the double features of the $25,- 
000 Malibu Sequet Stakes and 
the $25,000 San Pasqual Handi¬ 
cap on Saturday, Jan. 1, will 
usher in the sport. 

Banner attendance for the 50 
racing days, including Charity 
Week and extending through 
March 5, is expected to attract 
upwards of 1,500,000, many 
from out-of-state. Gates are to 
open at 11 a.m. with the first 
race starting at 1 p.m. 


Leading Thoroughbreds and 
jockeys from this country and

cessed into fissionable mater¬ 
ial. And, we are pleased to re¬ 
port, as new plans authorized 
by Congress are brought into 
operation, lower costs are be¬ 
ing achieved. 

There has been comparable 
progress in other areas of the 
Commission program such as 
basic research, agriculture, bi¬ 
ology and medicine. In the 
Spring, the world’s largest par¬ 
ticle accelerator — one of the 
complex machines needed to 
probe further into the still mys¬ 
terious forces in the nucleus of 
the atom—went into operation 
at the Radiation Laboratory at 
Berkeley, operated for the Com¬ 
mission by the University of 
California. 

The Semiannual Report de¬ 
scribed promising studies on 
the effects of all types of ion¬ 
izing and non-ionizing radia¬ 
tions on man, animals and liv¬ 
ing plants. In the applied field, 
industrial uses of radioisotopes 
continued to expand and indus¬ 
try soon will have available 
powerful sources of direct radi¬ 
ations for its research. 

Largely as a result of pro¬ 
gress in construction of plants, 
laboratories and equipment, the 
capital investment in atomic 
energy facilities is estimated to 
have reached about $5.7 billion 
dollars. 

In sum, we in the Commis¬ 
sion have the conviction that 
this vast and varied program 
is continuing to add vitally to 
our national security; to pro¬ 
vide stimuli for basic and ap¬ 
plied research in many areas 
and that it is opening up new 
opportunities for private indus¬ 
try in the atomic age, especial¬ 
ly in the field of nuclear 
power.

In recent months, matters of 
security and legislative policy 
have so occupied the public 
that progress of the national 
atomic energy program as de¬ 
tailed in the recent Sixteenth 
Semiannual Atomic Energy 
Commission Report to Congress 
has tended to be obscured. I 
would like to summarize this 
progress briefly. 

The major effort of the Com¬ 
mission necessarily is devoted 
to making the maximum con¬ 
tribution to our national secur¬ 
ity. During the first six months 
of 1954, weapons research and 
development included a test 
series with thermo-nuclear de¬ 
vices at our Pacific Proving 
Ground. The tests were success¬ 
ful and added measurably to 
our military posture. 

Also, work neared completion 
on the power plant for the U. 
S. S. ( NAUTILUS, the first nu¬ 
clear powered submarine which 
was launched last January. 
Steady progress is being made 
on the prototype of the second 
type of reactor for the U. S. S. 
SEA WOLF. 

On the non-military side, this 
same six-month period saw the 
launching of the first full-scale 
experimental civilian nuclear 
central power station. Ground 
is to be broken shortly near 
Pittsburgh, Pa., for construction 
of this plant by the Duquesne 
Light Co., which is participat¬ 
ing in the financing of the pro¬ 
ject. In California, North Amer¬ 
ican Aviation is to contribute 
to the cost of a $10 million 
pilot reactor using the sodium 
graphite technology — one of 
the promising approaches to 
the goal of economic nuclear 
power. 

Both the progress in weapons 
and the availability of fission¬ 
able material for the nuclear 
power development depend on 
the atomic “production line” 
which starts with the acquisi¬ 
tion of the raw material, prin¬ 
cipally uranium ore. The first 
half of 1954 saw our domestic 
ore production attain recofd 
levels while ore from foreign 
sources continued to increase. 
Exploration by ‘the govern¬ 
ment, private mining compan¬ 
ies and individuals stood at an 
all-time high in the U. S. 

Increased plant capacity is 
making it possible for this 
mounting ore supply to be pro- 
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THE COMMUNIST MENACE 
By Herbert Brownell, Jr. 

Attorney General, Department 
of Justice

Communism is today the 
greatest threat to freedom. We 
need only look overseas for evi¬ 
dence of the slavery, of the full 
degradation of man, that re¬ 
sults as the Kremlin tyrants 
overrun what were once free 
nations. 

The Communist state is a po¬ 
lice state. Under our way of 
life, our supreme values are the 
worth, the dignity, the liberty 
of individual men and women; 
under Communism, these 
things count for nothing. 

The Eisenhower Administra¬ 
tion is fully alert to the Com¬ 
munist menace in this country 
and is dedicated in its deter¬ 
mination to destroy it. The Jus¬ 
tice Department including the 
FBI and the newly formed In¬ 
ternal Security Division, is 
playing a major role in this 
effort. 

In 1953 and so far in 1954, 
we have more than doubled the 
pace of our Government's at¬ 
tack on subversives. We have 
obtained convictions of 41 ac¬ 
tive Communist leaders. They 
have been sentenced to prison 
for conspiring to overthrow our 
Government by force and vio¬ 
lence. In addition, 35 others 
have been indicted in recent 
months and are on trial or soon 
will be. 

Other moves by the Depart¬ 
ment of Justice have resulted 
in the deportation of 105 alien 
subversives and the filing of 
denaturalization proceed ings 
against 40 Communists. Two 
others were convicted of spy¬ 
ing in behalf of Russia and 12 
Communists have been convict¬ 
ed of perjury or false state¬ 
ment charges. 

Our objective is to cripple the 
domestic leadership of the 
Communist Party and thereby 
destroy its effectiveness. Our 
fight thus far has been vigor¬ 
ous and successful. 

We are proceeding with a 
careful regard for individual 
dignity and constitutional 
rights, and in full accordance 
with the American tradition of 
due process of law. 

Ours is a positive program. It 
is not enough that we are 
against Communism. We must 
be that and much more. We 
must be affirmatively for the 
principles enunciated in our 
Constitution which protect our 
freedom — in our every word 
and deed.

As Christmas approaches 
children often become com¬ 
pletely absorbed in what they 
are “going to get.” Many adults 
upon encountering a small 
child feel impelled to ask, “And 
what do you want Santa Claus 
to bring you?” Christmas pres¬ 
ents are even used as a bribe 
or threat by some. “If you are 
good, you will get a new doll.” 
“If you are naughty Santa 
Claus will not bring you that 
tricycle.” At the mere mention 
of Christmas a chorus of little 
voices cry out, “I want, I 
want,” etc. 

The department stores pre¬ 
sent a confusing assortment of 
Santa Clauses who fool no one 
and often frighten the younger 
ones. 

Since it is during the early 
years that children learn val¬ 
ues and develop attitudes, per¬ 
haps we need to re-examine the 
"Christmas spirit” that we are 
passing on to our children. 

Receiving presents is certain¬ 
ly a child’s heritage at Christ¬ 
mas time, and in the preceding 
articles we have stressed the 
importance of giving children 
good toys. But if we confine 
our efforts only to the giving 
of material things, we are de-

priving our children of many 
happy and enriching tixperi- 
ences. 

Christmas for the child can 
be a joyous time of doing 
things together as a family. It 
is a lime of family gatherings, 
of gaily wrapped mysterious 
packages hidden in drawers 
and finally heaped around the 
beautiful Christmas tree. It can 
provide an opportunity to ex¬ 
pose children to beautiful mus¬ 
ic. (Both radio and television 
offer excellent Christmas mus¬ 
ic, but carols played on the 
piano or sung at home, school 
and church are even more im¬ 
pressive and linger in the 
child’s memory.) It is a time 
when good things to eat are 
being made and tantalizing 
smells come from the kitchen. 

Do you let your children help 
you make cookies, cut ever¬ 
greens and red berries and 
drape them over the mantle? 
Do you let them help buy the 
tree and assist in decorating it? 
Do you let them take their 
nickels and dimes to the Dime 
Store and buy presents for 
grandparents and for- other 
children in the family? Even 
very young children enjoy giv¬ 
ing. 

If you are of the Christian 
faith you will let your children 
participate in the church cele¬ 
brations according to their age 
and understanding, and you 
will perpetuate these religious 
observances in your own home. 

We hope you will not become 
so busy and rushed, and there¬ 
fore so tired, that the children 
irritate you and you announce 
that you will be “glad when 
it is all over!” We denounce 
the commercialization of Christ¬ 
mas, but we are the ones who 
commercialize it by putting too 
much emphasis on the com¬ 
mercial aspects. (Read “Let's 
Keep Christmas,” reprint of a 
sermon by Peter Marshall, pub¬ 
lished by McGraw-Hill, 1953.) 

The spiritual and aesthetic 
values inherent in the Christ¬ 
mas season, the love and unity 
within the family on Christmas 
day, will be remembered long 
after the toys are discarded. 
The child will carry such mem¬ 
ories into adulthood and they 
will become a basis for atti¬ 
tudes toward the future family 
he will establish.

"Trelawny of the Wells" 
At Pasadena Playhouse 

By Edward Voorhees 

Pinero’s “Trelawny of the 
■Wells’” at the Pasadena Play- 
house until Jan. 2, is a roman¬ 
tic comedy satire on manners 
on and off the stage in Lon¬ 
don of the 1860’s. Written in 
the following generation, it 
poked fun at the stuffy pre¬ 
judices of Society of the 1860’s 
against everything and every¬ 
body connected with the thea¬ 
tre, and at the extravagant pif. 
fie of the plays themselves and 
the exaggerated mannerisms of 
Thespians, on and off stage. 

Young Arthur Gower of fash¬ 
ionable Cavendish Square loves 
the lovely and “natural” Rose 


Trelawny, young star of the 
Wells Theatre, who loves him 
in return. They become engag¬ 
ed, she resigns from the com¬ 
pany. But at every visit to 
young Gower’s home, his 
grandfather, Sir William Gow¬ 
er, and his great aunt. Miss 
Trafalgar Gower, make life 
miserable for Rose by their ex¬ 
pressed and implied criticisms 
of her manner and background, 
The lovers quarrel, Rose breaks 
the engagement and goes back 
to the Wells company. But now 
she cannot act with her former 
spontaneity, and is finally dis¬ 
charged. Meanwhile, young 
Gower disappears for six 
months, to reappear as an ac¬ 
tor at rehearsal of a new play 
by Tom Wrench, a member of 
the Wells who, unknown to 
either, takes this method of 


bringing the two lovers togeth¬ 
er again. 

Sir William Gower had 
meanwhile been thawing out, 
and has hunted up Rose, and 
when she refused money he of¬ 
fered to finance the new play 
with Rose included. Coming to 
watch the first rehearsal, he ar¬ 
rives just after the surprise re¬ 
union of the two lovers on 
stage. From then on. Sir Wil¬ 
liam becomes almost normal, 
the “angel” of the new produc¬ 
tion in more ways than one. 

Some of the author’s intend¬ 
ed satire on the stage acting 
of the period seemed to this 
reviewer to be muffed in the 
first act, by some of the cast 
burlesqueing the “grand man¬ 
ner” instead of playing it 
straight. Later scenes, however, 
showed much improvement. 


The big cast of twenty-four 
provides much variety of char¬ 
acter. Elaine Edwards plays 
Rose with convincing charm 
and freshness. Norman Bartold, 
less convincing as Tom Wrench 
in the early scenes, redeemed 
a difficult part later. Tony Rus¬ 
so as Arthur Gower, though 
somewhat over-acting the tim¬ 
idity role with his stern grand¬ 
father, looked and acted the 
confident romantic lover of 
Rose. Arline Anderson played 
the pert Imogen Parrot with 
charming liveliness and bal¬ 
ance. Audrey Phalen is memor¬ 
able in the narrow but exact¬ 
ing part of the mousey, in¬ 
hibited spinster, Trafalgar, 
Gower, whose brother, the 
grumpy and conventional Sir 
William, is played with rare 
insight and consistency by 
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Joseph Granby. The sets for 
Acts I and II are particularly 
well done for contrast and at¬ 
mosphere. Veteran Playhouse 
actor, Victor Jory, directs the 
play. There will be extra mat¬ 
inee performances on Dec. 28, 
29, 30, and 31, but none on the 
Saturdays of Dec. 25 and Jan. 1.

California Teachers' Ass'n. Sets Up New 
Commission Of Educational Policy

School teachers of California 
are planning to pool their ideas 
and to recommend what stu¬ 
dents in California classrooms 
should be taught — and how. 

This was made plain in an 
announcement by Arthur F. 
Corey, Executive Secretary of 
California Teachers Associa¬ 
tion, of the formation of a 
CTA Commission on Education¬ 
al Policy. 

“Everybody is talking about 
what takes place in the class¬ 
room,” said Corey, “but nobody 
has yet found out what the 
teachers who face the children 
every morning think about the 
curriculum and teaching me¬ 
thods. The CTA Commission on 
Educational Policy is organiz¬ 
ed to find out what teachers 
think about these matters and

In his “Sermon on the 
Mount” as related by the 
Apostle Matthew, Jesus coun¬ 
sels, “Let your light so shine 
before men, that they may see 
your good works, and glorify 
your Father which is in hea¬ 
ven.” (Matt. 5:16) 

In a correlative passage from 
“Science and Health with Key 
to the Scriptures” Mary Baker 
Eddy writes, “A Christian Sci¬ 
entist occupies the place at this 
period of which Jesus spoke to 
his disciples, when he said: ‘Ye 
are the salt of the earth.’ ‘Ye 
are the light of the world.’ . . . 
Let us watch, work, and pray 
that this salt lose not its salt¬ 
ness, and that this light be not 
hid, but radiate and glow into 
noontide glory.” (p. 367). 


Preaching on the theme "The 
Angel Chorus”, Rev. Harry P. 
Leach of the First Congrega¬ 
tional Church declared that the 
Gospel is infinitely more than 
good advice, it is “Good News”. 
It isn’t merely being good and 
doing good, not simply a moral 
code, a golden rule to do unto 
others as you wold be done by. 
“The Golden Rule” said Mr. 
Leach, “in one form or another 
was in vogue centuries before 
Christ in China and Babylonia. 
The Gospel is Immanuel which 
means “God with us”. The 
preacher went on to say that 
not all will believe this news. 

“It is queer,” he said “how 
some will lend a ready ear to 
those who tell us that life can 
be made more glorious in a 
godless world; if we didn’t be¬ 
lieve the Christmas story or the 
Angels’ Song”. “Think of the 
dignity” he continued, “with 
which God has endowed human 


life by dwelling in the form of 
a man far beyond our power to 
lend it worth. ‘He hath made 
him but little lower than the 
angels’ and crowned him with 
glory and honor’.” “Is it not 
Good News to know that the 
life of God can express itself 
in my life, can mold and fash¬ 
ion my will so that it will con¬ 
form to his purposes and make 
my life useful and friendly and 
good.” 

In conclusion, Mr. Leach said 
that in the conviction that God 
dwells with man, the Church 
has lived triumphantly through 
the centuries, changing selfish¬ 
ness to devotion, evil into good 
and always holding before the 
world the hope of humanity re¬ 
deemed from self and made fit 
for the Kingdom of heaven.

continue in full force and effect. 

SECTION 13. Unexpired Licen¬ 
ses Heretofore Issued. 

Where a license for revenue 
purposes has been issued to 
any business by the City of 
Sierra Madre and the fee 
paid therefor under the pro¬ 
visions of any ordinance 
heretofore enacted and the term 
of such license has not expired, 
then the license tax prescribed 
for said business by this ordi¬ 
nance shall not be payable un¬ 
til the expiration of the term of 
such unexpired license. At the 
expiration of said unexpired li¬ 
cense a prorated fee shall be 
charged so that all licenses shall 
be due and payable January 1st. 

SECTION 14. Both Criminal 
and Civil Action Authorized by 
Failure to Pay License Tax. 

The conviction and fine or im¬ 
prisonment of any person for 
engaging in any business with¬ 
out first obtaining a license to 
conduct such business shall not 
relieve such person from paying 
the license tax to conduct such 
business, nor shall the payment 
of any license tax prevent a 
criminal prosecution for the vio¬ 
lation of any of the provisions 
of this ordinance. All remedies 
prescribed hereunder shall be 
cumulative and the use of one 
or more remedies by the City 
shall not bar the use of any 
other remedy for the purpose of 
enforcing the provisions hereof. 

SECTION 15. Penalty for Vio¬ 
lation. 

Any person violating any of 
the provisions of this ordinance 
or knowingly or intentionally 
misrepresenting to any author¬ 
ized officer of this City any ma¬ 
terial fact in procuring the li¬ 
cense or permit herein provided 
for, shall be deemed guilty of 
a misdmeanor, and upon convic¬ 
tion thereof shall be punishable 
by a fine of not more than 
$500.00 or by imprisonment in 
the City Jail or County Jail of 
Los Angeles County for a period 
of not more than six months or 
by both such fine and imprison¬ 
ment. 

SECTION 16. Severability. 

If any section, subsection, sen¬ 
tence, clause, phrase or portion 
of this ordinance is for any rea¬ 
son held to be invalid or un¬ 
constitutional by the decision of 
any court of competent jurisdic¬ 
tion, such decision shall not af¬ 
fect the validity of the remain¬ 
ing portions of this ordinance. 
The City Council of the City 
hereby declares that it would 
have adopted this ordinance and 
each section, subsection, sen¬ 
tence clause, phrase or portion 
thereof, irrespective of the fact 
that any one or more sections, 
subsections, clauses, phrases, or 
portions be declared invalid or 
unconstitutional. 

SECTION 17. Repeals. 

Ordinance No. 239 adopted and 
approved November 24, 1919, and 
entitled “AN ORDINANCE OF 
THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF 
THE CITY OF SIERRA MADRE 
LICENSING AND REGULATING 
CERTAIN KINDS OF BUSINESS 
CARRIED ON IN SAID CITY AND 
FIXING A PENALTY FOR THE 
VIOLATION THEREOF, AND 
REPEALING ordinance NO. 
208 OF SAID CITY AND ALL 
OTHER ORDINANCES A N D 
PARTS OF ORDINANCES OF 
SAID CITY IN CONFLICT 
THEREWITH. (AS AMENDED 
BY ORDINANCES NO. 308, No. 
310, No. 322, No. 346 AND NO. 
362).’’ and all ordinances amend¬
